WHY MASSACHUSETTS VOTED '’ NO." 


The Spring field Un io n , which earnestly 
supported the Prohibition amendment, states 
that “ among the iriends of temperance there 
were a num ber of reasons which led many to 
vote ag ainst the am endm ent, and one, which 
probably caused Ibe g reatest hesitation and 
reluctance, was that the state was just enter­ 
ing upon the trial of a hig h restrictive li­ 
cense. in which the fees were almost prohibi­ 
tory, and the law restricting the num ber of 
licenses to one for each 1,000 inhabitants, or 
in Boston for each oOO inhabitants, was re­ 
g arded as prohibitory of some of the worst 
leatures of the liq uor traffic. 
It is easy to 
appreciate the wish of the temperance voters 
to see how the system would work under fair 
trial, liefore m oving on to more string ent 
m easures.” 
In other words, they are opposed to the con­ 
stant tinkering of the liq uor q uestion. 
They 
wish to g ive one ex perim ent a fair trial lie 
fore undertaking another. 
The same reason 
will defeat Prohibition in 
Pennsylvania, 
where it is to lie voted upon in June. 
The 
present ex cellent hig h license law is proving 
satisfactory to nine-tenths of the people 
the stale, thoug h it has beeu in operation only 
alMiut a year, not a sufficient time to realize 
fnilv its beneficial results. 
People and law ­ 
m akers of other states are 
watching the 
Pennsylvania ex perim ent, and would reg ret 
its overthrow by Prohibition, which has not 
met the hig h ex pectations of its friends any­ 


where. 
Several other Massachusetts papers look at 
the 
defeat 
in 
the 
same 
candid 
spirit. 
The 
Boston 
Ad tertiser 
re 
m arks that “ the g reat majority of our fellow 
citizens believe that Massachusetts already has 
the best temperance law of any state. 
Tin 
Boston Jo u rn a l 
says that “ the law as ii 
stands is prohibitory wherever the vote of a 
com m unity is recorded ag ainst the traffic, 
and sug g ests that, the q uestion of constitu­ 
tional piohibition being disposed o f,“ wisdom 
points to the continuance and perfection of a 
system which, if not everywhere eq ually 
satisfactory, has produced g ood results.’ 
Here is a hint to the Prohibitionists. 
They 
can ag itate for prohibition tinder the present 
local option law, and whenever they g ain the 
vote of a town ag ainst liceuse they win a 
valuable victory. 
B ut the campaig n needs 
to lie one of education—of a comparison of 
results the upon towns which have made 
thoroug h trial of no license, with those upon 
the towns which have kept their saloons run 


ning . 
T he Un io n appears to have found obsta 
eles to success in the conduct of the P rohibi­ 
tionists themselves. for it remarks that “ if 
the g entlemen in Massachusetts who consider 
themselves the special body g uard of the ark 
of the covenant of temperance w ill allow us 
a sing le word, we would sug g est that a little 
less intem perance in temperance talk would tie 
an advantag e. 
T he fact is that calling men 
hard names and insisting that they are ‘rum

seat as 
moral issue. 
It is discovered that the men 
who shout the loudest are not all saints, that 
there are in the Prohibition ranks as many- 
pious hypocrites and political frauds in pro 
liortion to the whole as in other parties.

q uestion is therefore broug ht down to the 
practical level of ex pediency. 
Are better re 
suits to be accomplished in lx dialf of tem per 
ance, g ood order, and especially the cheapen 
ing of the tax -burdens of the people, from 
Hig h License than from Prohibition 1 
T h is 
was the form in which the issue presented it 
self to the solicr and enlig htened state of 
Massachusetts, and hig h license won by- 
tw o thirds m ajority. 


rebuke obstinacy or corruption in this instance 
liecause it was a Dem ocratic g overnment that 
w ould suffer the criticism .

WHY MASSACHUSETTS VOTED " NO.” 


The Springfield Union, which earnestly 
supported the Prohibition amendment, states 
that “ among the friends of temperance there 
were a number of reasons which led many to 
vote against the amendment, and one, which 
probably caused the greatest hesitation and 
reluctance, was that the state was just enter­ 
ing upon the trial of a high restrictive li­ 
cense. in which the fees were almost prohibi­ 
tory, and the law restricting the number of 
licenses to one for each 1,000 inhabitants, or 
in Boston for each ;»00 inhabitants, was re­ 
garded as prohibitory of some of the worst 
features of the liquor traffic. 
It is easy to 
appreciate the wish of the temperance voters 
to see how the system would work under fair 
trial, liefore moving on to more stringent 
measures.” 
In other words, they are opposed to the con­ 
stant tinkering of the liquor question. 
They 
wish to give one experiment a fair trial lie 
fore undertaking another. 
The same reason 
will defeat Prohibition in 
Pennsylvania, 
where it is to lie voted upon in June. 
The 
present excellent high license law is proving 
satisfactory to nine-tenths of the people of 
the state, though it has lieeu in operation only 
about a year, not a sufficient time to realize 
fully its beneficial results. 
People and law ­ 
makers of other states are 
watching the 
Pennsylvania experiment, and would regret 
its overthrow by Prohibition, which has not 
met the high expectations of its friends any­ 
where. 
Several other Massachusetts papers look at 
the 
defeat 
in 
the 
same 
candid 
spirit. 
The 
Boston 
Advertiser 
re­ 
marks that “ the great majority of our fellow' 
citizens believe that Massachusetts already has 
the best temperance law of any state.” 
The 
Boston Journal says that “ the law as it 
stands is prohibitory wherever the vote of a 
community is recorded against the traffic,” 
and suggests that, the question of constitu­ 
tional piohibition being disposed o f,“ wisdom 
points to the continuance and perfection of a 
system which, if not everywhere equally 
satisfactory, has produced good results.” 
Here is a hint to the Prohibitionists. 
They 
can agitate for prohibition under the present 
local option law. and whenever they gain the 
vote of a tow n against liceuse they win a 
valuable victory. 
But the campaign needs 
to 1m? one of education—of a comparison of 
results the upon towns which have made a 
thorough trial of no license, with those upon 
the towns which have kept their saloons ru n ­ 
ning. 
The Union appears to have found obsta­ 
cles to success in the conduct of the Prohibi­ 
tionists themselves, for it remarks that “ if 
the gentlemen in Massachusetts w ho consider 
themselves the special body guard of the ark 
of the covenant of temperance w ill allow us 
a single word, we would suggest that a little 
less intemperance in temperance talk would Ik? 
an advantage. 
The fact is that calling men 
hard names and insisting that they are ‘rum ­ 
mies’ when they know they are not, 
is 
not 
the 
l>est 
way of 
winning votes.” 
This 
intemperance 
of 
talk 
has 
rele­ 
gated Prohibition to a 
back 
seat as 
a 
moral issue. 
It is discovered that the men 
who shout the loudest are not all saints, that 
there are in the Prohibition ranks as m any 
pious hypocrites and political frauds in pro- 
|K>rtion to the whole as in other parties. 
The 
question is therefore brought down to the 
practical level of expediency. 
Are better re­ 
sults to be accomplished in behalf of tem per­ 
ance, good order, and especially the cheapen­ 
ing of the tax-burdens of the people, from 
High License than from Prohibition Y 
T his 
was the form in which the issue presented it­ 
self to the sol>er and enlightened state of 
Massachusetts, and high license won by a 
two-thirds m ajority. 


HILL VETOES B ASE BALL. 


to 


Gov. Hill has long wished it to be under 
stood that he is an ardent adm irer and gen­ 
erous patron of base ball. 
He is on record 
as having attended several games. W hen the 
Fassett committee was investigating the aque­ 
duct m atter in New York two years ago, and 
had the Governor’s notes which had been 
paid by favored contractors under considera­ 
tion, Mr. Hill arrived in New York. 
It was 
understood that he had come to testify be­ 
fore the committee, and Democratic news 
papers were free with the prediction that he 
would make short work of the scandals and 
cram the conrmittee’s charges down its sev 
eral throats. 
The committee had arranged to 
adjourn in the 
m orning, but 
remained 
in 
session 
till 
the 
afternoon 
give 
the 
Governor 
his 
opportunity 
But he did not appear. 
W ord was brought 
to the committee that he was attending a very 
interesting game of base ball in another part 
of the city. 
T he committee could hold to­ 
gether no longer, and accordingly gathered 
up its papers and went home. 
A few days 
afterw ards the Governor told his story to an 
interviewer who could not and did not at 
tem pt to subject him to a cross-examination 
But gratitude to the great game that afforded 
him a refuge on that afternoon from the 
searching questions of the committee ought 
to have made him more considerate of its 
com fort and satisfaction yesterday. 
The bill that he vetoed proposed to keep 
closed until October 1st a street in New York 
that had been closed for a long time to give 
room for a polo ground. 
The continuance 
of the 
arrangement would have 
made 
the 
place 
suitable 
for 
base 
ball 
uses 
during 
the 
coming 
season. 
The Governor says in his message that the bill 
violates the principle of home rule. 
He has 
found it convenient to use the words “ home 
rule ” in some of his vetoes of anti-liquor 
legislation, and in order to preserve them for 
service on similar occasions, he must bring 
them out and scour them up on every suit­ 
able opportunity. 
Base ball, a reputable 
game and one that is generously patronized 
by the best people of the state, has to be sac­ 
rificed for the benefit of the saloons, which 
are not similarly patronized. 
Gov. Hill says 
in his veto message. “ I am a hearty believer 
in the great national game,” but he should 
have added that he believed even more fer­ 
vently in the great and powerful saloon, 
which a few months ago re-elected him to 
office. 
The bill was passed because the local 
authorities had refused to allow the street to 
remain cloaed, and the Governor suggests 
that this refusal was prompted by obstinacy 
»od corrupt motives. 
And yet he dare not 


rebuke obstinacy or cortuption in this instance 
l>ecause it was a Democratic government that 
would suffer the criticism. 
He docs not say 
that the bill was not a perfectly fair and 
honest one, he does not find it unconstitu­ 
tional. and he has never proved by precedent 
that local legislation had been looked upon 
as improper before liis time. 
But having 
sold himself, l>ody aud soul, to the rum 
power, he is bouud to sacrifice every other 
interest in the state rather than be caught in 
any apparent inconsistency or violation of his 
position on that question. 
The most harm ­ 
less enactment must give way in order that 
he may be prepared to defend the saloons 
from any and every adverse act of legislation. 
The gin mill has “ knocked out” base ball. 


CANADA REJECTS OUR THIEVES. 


The Weldon bill for the handing over of 
crim inal fugilivesto the countries from which 
they come 'passed the Canadian House of 
Commons lust night, after the retroactive 
clause had been stricken out and un amend­ 
ment added to exact from the governm ent of 
the country to which the fugitive is surren 
dered a guarantee that lie shall be tried only 
for the offense for which he Ls given up. This 
is to prevent men from being tried and pun 
ishtd for political offenses after having been 
surrendered on accusations of a criminal na 
ture. 
The elision of the retroactive clause 
assures safety to 
all 
present 
offenders 
and 
to 
all 
others 
who 
succeed 
in reaching Canada liefore the act goes into 
ojK-ration. 
It is well known that Eno and 
others among the big thieves raised a very 
large boodle to secure this amendment, and 
the impression will go forth that Canudian 
statesmen are as susceptible to the intluenee 
of money as the average Democratic states 
man in the United Stales. 
But the ament 
ment is not without its compensations, for 
will save several states from the expense of 
prosecutiug and convicting their representa 
ti ves in the penal colony and also from build 
ing large additions to their state prisons. 
W hile it 
is to 
be regretted that 
the 
bill was not passed exactly as I’rof. W eldon 
prepared it, it is an important gain to honesty 
Canada will cease to be a place of refuge for 
American criminals hereafter, and the diffl 
culties iu the way of reaching other aud more 
distant countries will prevent many tpbberies 
of financial institutions. 
Canada has profited 
greatly from the sums of money carried into 
her territory by our big thieves, but is evi 
deutly getting ashamed of the reputation they 
have given her.

York. 
In early life be was em ployed on 
schooners and sloops. 
Mary A. 
Kidd, 
w ife of Nathaniel C. 
Iiarnes, anil daughter of Commodore W ellitt 
Kidd, of Newburgh, died at her hom e in 
Marlborough, on Tuesday afternoon, aged 
about 2 7 years. Mrs. Barnes was w ell known 
in Newburgh, Poughkeepsie and other H ud­ 
son River towns. 
She was a favorite in so- 
eiety. 
The funeral services will be held at 
her late residence, in Marl bore ugh, on F ri­ 
day afternoon, at 2 o’clock. 
Interment in 
Cedar H ill Cemetery. 
N onnau Eltinge, who died recently at 
Mount Vernon, W estchester County, of par­ 
alysis o f the heart, was a native of Ulster 
County. 
The Poughkeemie A'eirs-Pre** says: 
“ He was born in N ew-Paltz, U lster County, 
N. Y ., in 1821, and at the age of 18 entered 
W est Point as a cadet, and was graduated in 
1H43 in the class with General Grant and 
General W illiam s. 
He served in the M exi­ 
can war, and lost his Health during that cam 
paign, and at its close he resigned, and for 
several years lived quietly at Kingston and 
Poughkeepsie. During the War of the Rebel 
lion, although unable to go to the front on ac­ 
count of ill health, he drilled several regi­ 
ments for service. 
In 1869, under President 
Grant’- administration, he was appointed to a 
place in the Custom House in N ew-Y ork 
and served there for about 20 years. 
He 
married Anna M. Palmer, of Ulster County 
and had two daughters. 
His w ife and one 
daughter survive him .” 
Edward 
W hiting Knapp, of 
Rondout 
whose death was noted in T hf. F r e e m a n of 
last eveniug. was a deck-hand on the steam 
boat Lackawanna. which plied lietween this 
City and Eddyville, in 1H44. 
He was then 
16 years of age. 
Later on he was employed 
on the sloop Kemble, which was run between 
Rondout and Albany, and carried merchan 
disc between tbose places. 
T he Captain of 
the Kemble was ( liarles Anderson, deceased. 
Mr. Knapp finally abandoned boating and 
secured a position as clerk in a drug store on 
the corner o f Hone and Abeel-streets, which 
was owned by Dr. Stringham, now deceased, 
and whose name is still familiar with old 
residents here. 
A few years later Mr. Knapp 
engaged in dock building with one George 
Smith. 
At first the enterprise proved sue 
cessful, but after a tim e tlie firm met with 
adversities which proved disastrous. 
In 
M ilwaukee a large contract was secured, and 
when the work was nearly com pleted the men 
for whom the building was being done failed 
This was a serious set-back for Mr. Knapp 
He returned to R ondojt and engaged in the 
smoked meat business. 
T his was also aban 
dom'd after a time. 
On May 1. I860, Mr 
Knapp opened a drug store on T he Strand 
and since then lmd remained in the same 
building. 
A few years later Mr. Knapp mar 
ried bis wife, whose maiden name was Aim 
Gibbs, in Henderson, Kentucky. 
She is still 
alive. 
T he deceased possessed sterling bus 
iness qualities, and bore an honoruLle repu 
tut ion.

WHY MASSACHUSETTS VOTED "NO." 


Tlic Springfield Union, which earnestly 
supported the Prohibition mneiuhnent. states 
that “ among the friends of temperance there 
were a mincier of reasons which led many to 
vote against the amendment, and one, which 
probably caused the greatest hesitation anil 
reluctance, was that the slate was just enter 
ing upon the trial of a high restrictive li­ 
cense. in which the fees were almost prohibi­ 
tory, nnd the law restricting the number of 
licenses lo one for each 1,000 Inhabitants, or 
iiHioslon for each "8)0 inhabitants, was re­ 
garded as prohibitory of some of the worst 
features of the liquor traffic. 
It is easy to 
appreciate the wish of the temperance voters 
to see how the system would work under fair 
trial, liefore moving on to more .stringent 
measures.” 
In other words, they are opposed to the con­ 
stant tinkering of the liquor question. 
They 
wish to give one experiment a fair trial lie 
fore undertaking another. 
The same reason 
will defeat Prohibition in 
Pennsylvania, 
where it is to lie voted upon in June. 
The 
present excellent high license law is proving 
satisfactory to nine-tenths of the |ieople of 
the slate, though it has lieeu in operation only 
alioth a year, not a sufficient time to realize 
fully its beneficial results. 
People and law 
makers of other slates nrc watching the 
Pennsylvania experiment, and would regilt 
Its overthrow by Prohibition, which has not 
met the high expectations of its friends any­ 
where.

There is no doubt that rolling moi 
quickly hardens a Telford road and renders 
it more perfect.

The 
reason w hy Fair and Muin-slreels were not 
rolled was because they wanted a cheap jot) 
arni like itll cheap work, it did not last 
There are however in tile City some good 
suinples of roads, over which the stone teams 
do not travel, that were Dot rolled.

these should la- taken into account in dele 
mining the value of a road to bear the I raffle 
impo>ed upon it. so long a* tie- immense 
loads that are drawn over our principal 
streets on wheels with only one and one half 
inches tread und frequently worn ulmost to 
an edge, we (-annot expect to have good 
roads, roller or no roller.
